Grand Jury Inquiry 
Of Klan Uprising 
Planned b Sheriff 


Lumb^rton, N. C., 
(JP)—Sheriff 


Malcolm McLeod says he will ask 
a grand jury today to indict a 
Ku Klux Klan leader who had his 
rally shot out from under him by 
whooping Indians. 


The Robeson County law officer 


said he wanted "charges of inciting 
to riot brought against the Rev. 
James Cole of Marion, S. C., self- 
styled KKK leader of groups in 
both Carolinas. 


Cole, claiming he was denied his 


rights under the law because he is 
a member of the white race, said 
he planned legal action against the 
sheriff, also a white man. 


But later, Cole said the Klan 


should turn the other cheek as far 
as further action may be consid- 
ered. 


"Being Christian is our job and 


we should turn the other cheek 
even when offended," he said. 


Cole's rally near here Saturday 


night ended with Klansmen and 
spectators scrambling ,for safety 
as hooting Indians emptied rifles, 
shotguns -and pistols into the meet- 
ing field. 


The Indians were outraged by 


reports the Klan intended to warn 
them against race mixing and by 
the fact that two KKK crosses 
were burned near Indian homes 
during the preceding week. 


Although Indians poured-bullets 


for 10 minutes into a field where 
people milled in pitch darkness, 
only four men were wounded—none 
seriously. 


Speculation A m o n g Demos 
As To Timing of Candidates 
For Governor and U. S. Senate

Harrisburg (JP~)—The timing of Gov. Leader's announcement that 


he would be a Democratic candidate for the 
TJ. S. Senate was re- 


ported today to be tentatively tlxed for mid-March. 


An important Democratic source, who asked not to be identified, 


said it would likely tie in with a companion declaration by' Mayor 
Richard Dilworth of Philadelphia for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination. 


Is was emphasized, however, that the plan was subject to change 


on the basis of two possible developments:

didate for governor, arranges for a 
senatorial running-mate.

A three-way fight, at least, ap- 


peared to be shaping up for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomina- 
tion.

Johnstown Flood Catastrophe 
Recalled at Reservoir Meeting 


For » srxctrs of what 
hangs 


over local heads if a Kinzua Dam 
is built, Save Our Valley Associa- 
tion Chairman Richard Morrison 
described the 
famed 
Johnstown j 


flood of May 30. 1889 as he presid- 
ed over the public"protest meeting 
Friday night. 


'•'The earth-fill dam on the Cone- 


maugh was built in 1852 to supply 
water for the canal from Johns- 
town to Pittsburgh," 'said Mom- 
son. "However, it was rendered ob- 
solete "two years later'with the ad- 
vent of steam railroads. After that 
very few persons, not even sight- 
seers bothered much with the dam 
about 400 feet high which was 14 
miles above Johnstown. Its reser- 
voir was three miles long, a mils 
and a half wide 


"So it fell into disrepair but no 


thought was entertained 
that a 


structure 275 feet thick would ever 
give way. But on May 29, 1889 
engineers became panicked when, 
after three daj s of torrential ra'ns 
the water level was 
rising 
five 


inches every hour. 


"It was decided 
to dram 
the 


reservoir and send warnings 
to 


Johnstown, but 
before 
draining- 


the lake it was thought advisacle 
to inform the Mellons and Caine- 
gie* in Pittsburgh of th;ir p^ans 
since they had 
expensive 
game 


fish stocked theie. 


"But the rains had downed the 


lines of communication from the 
damsite. So the men decided 
to 


open the drains anyway. By then 
it was too late. The ris/ng tribu- 
taries had clogged them, with de- 
>ris r,nd there was no way to re- 
lease the building flojd. 


"The men started t:> hack 
a 


drainage ditch along the top of the 
•iam amout three feet wide and a 
foot deep. Meanwhile, an engineer 
lode a few miles away to a tele- 
graph station and told the opera- 
tor tc warn Johnstown residents 
to flee.

GRASS GREEN ABOVE KINZUA? 


"As long as the moon rises, the grass is green, 


the river flows and the sun shines, this land is yours 
until you choose to sell it." 


Those were the words used by President Washing- 


ton's special envoy Timothy Pickering back in 1794 
when he secured "forever" the Seneca's right to the 
approximate 21,000 acres of land of their reservation. 


In Washington federal court Friday, Judge John 


J. Sirica refused to throw out the case of the Seneca 
Indians against the Army Engineers and ordered the 
case tried on its merits. It is due to come up before 
March 15. The Indians seek a permanent injunction 
against the dam because it would flood about one- 
third of their land. 


Also getting dunked in the bargain, according to 


Richard Morrison who heads the Save Our Valley 
Association, would be about 300 permanent homes be- 
hind the dam in Pennsylvania and almost 400 hunting 
lodges. Morrison observed that the government would 
probably give him a fair price for his house and gar- 
age, "but you can't buy a home." 


The issue is beginning to take definite shape now 


that a distinguished hydromatic engineer has authori- 
tively pointed out that the diversion channel to Lake 
Erie would not only supply a greater amount of flood 
protection but would also offer greater possibilities for 
water conservation. All this for $20,000,000 less than 
the Kinzua project which has been unofficially esti- 
mated at $150,000,000. 


All persons interested were urged to continue a 


barrage of letters and telegrams to congress at a pub- 
lic meeting last Thursday. Official report from a pri- 
vate engineering firm which is evaluating the two pro- 
posals should be ready March 31.

Behind Child's 'Malevolence'

A FTER six weeks of watching his mother care for his new baby 


sister, 4-year-old Jack developed a disturbing suspicion. He 


got the idea that she had acquired a second child out of dissatis- 
faction with him. This suspicion made him very greedy for her 
admiration. 


One day when she was nursing the baby, the sight of their close- 


ness became intolerable. Desperate for attention, Jack climbed up 
on the living room sofa, straddled its back and began bouncing up 
and down on it, yelling, "Look at met I'm a cowboy! Hey, look . . ." 


His mother looked—but delivered no admiration. She said, "Get 


down from there! Do you want to wreck all the furniture in the 
house?" 


TF you'd been watching Jack closely, you'd have seen the change 


come over him. The look of excited hopefulness on his face was 


replaced by one of sly and defiant malevolence. Ignoring his mother, 
he we'nt on bouncing and yelling more vigorously than before. 


She had to leave the baby to pry him, kicking and furious, from 


the sofa. 


The late Dr Henry Stack Sullivan was one of our great teachers 


of psychiatry. Of the change that came over Jack, he wrote, "The 
child learns that it is highly disadvantageous to show any need for 
tenderness in which case he shows something else—the basic ma- 
levolent attitude. On that basis there come about the remarkable 
developments we see later in life when the child makes it practi- 
cally impossible to feel tenderly toward him." 


T^HIS sudden appearance of malevolence in little children frightens 


us. So it can.be very helpful to understand it to be actually, 


despair of our tenderness and admiration. 


Then we can stop thinking, "Oh, what self-willed stubborn bothei 


this child is getting to be!" We can correct our irritable response 
and deliver the desperately needed admiration. With genuine ten- 
derness, we can say, "I didn't understand you were beinj, a cow- 
boy. 
But that sofa horse of yours doesn't really gallop. Why don't 


you make a horse out of the broomstick in the kitchen?" 


As Dr. Sullivan suggests, it is uneconomical to allow Jack's 


clesmair of our admiration to develon.

Nature is often careless in handing out beauty. She may give

that needs correction. This girl has decided (left) that her 
lirows grow too low anfi too close .to her eyes, making her 
forehead look higher than it really is. She uses a scissor- 


bandled tweezers to pluck her brows from underneath (cen- 
ter) and thus give them the arched look that she wants. Then 
she adds a few strokes with an eyebrow pencil (right) and 
combs her hair into bangs. The result is a far prettier face, 
one with a less severe look. Best -way to find your right brow 
line is to follow bone structure just above the eye.

curly if you apply oil to them 
each night before going to bed. 
And for street and evening •wear, 
mascara, carefully applied, will 
add to their beauty. 


Your brows are the most im- 


portant part of the frame. "We're 
all familiar with the tricks of 
hair styling and cosmetics to 
change the shape of the face and 
minimize beauty flaws, but few 
of us realize how much re-shap- 
ing of the eyebrows can do for 
us. 


If you have a too high fore- 


head, you can make it seem low- 
er by heightening the arch of 
your brow to close in the distance 
between the hairline and the 


top of your eyebrows. 


For a too low Krehead, keep 


the brow on a straight line, giv- 
ing the forehead as much space 
as possible. 


Length can be added to a 


round face by arching the brows 
in the center. And a narrow face 
can be made to seem wider by 
tapering the brows and then us- 
ing an eyebrow pencil to length- 
en the line. 


Many of us avoid corrective 


eyebrow shaping because we find 
tweezing painful. 
But there is 


on the market a new precision 
tweezer -whose scissor handles, 
the maker says, create such lev- 
erage as to give you a rock-firm 


grip on each hair. The handles 
are angled to allow full vision, 
for your hand is toward the side 
of your face and not between the 
eyes and mirror. This tweezer is 
available, too. -with a diagonal tip 
to allow you to tweeze while 
wearing your glasses. 


To make tweezing painless, 


wring out a wash cloth in warm 
water and press it to the brows 
for a few minutes. Then work a 
tmy bit of light cream into the 
brows. Pat away the excess with 
tissue, then tweeze. You'll do it 
faster, and it won't hurt at all. 


Try to take the time necessary 


to care for your brows and lashes 
so that the beauty of your eyes 
will be set in the frame it de- 
serves.
